This  special  annual  was  given  to  Mr.  Curtis,  to  whom  the  book  was 
dedicated. 

That  unique  Class  Day  set  a  precedent  of  the  unusual  which  we  hope 
all  the  Rebels  of  other  years  will  follow.

This  year,  the  Senior  Class  will  present,  as  its  Class  Day  program,  a 
masque  entitled  The  Columbine  Trail.”  The  masque  tells  the  story  of  the 
birth  of  the  purple  and  white,  our  colors,  into  the  petals  of  the  Columbine; 
and  how  the  flower,  a  symbol  of  South’s  ideals  and  South’s  spirit,  becomes  a 
guide  to  youth,  leading  him  up  the  Mountain  of  Life  to  its  summit,  where  he 
learns  that  he  must  scatter  the  Columbine  seed  so  that  the  flower  may  grow 
to  guide  others  on  the  upward  trail.

The  1922  football  season  is  considered  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  annals  of 
South.  The  team  captured  the  championship  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

The  Denver  Inter-High  School  schedule  opened  October  21,  when  South  admin¬ 
istered  a  7-0  defeat  to  West.  The  features  of  the  game  were  the  overhead  work  of 
West  and  the  line  plunging  of  South. 

On  November  4,  North  met  South.  The  game  was  played  in  a  sea  of  mud,  which 
greatly  impaired  the  quality  of  football  displayed,  thus  bringing  about  a  scoreless  tie. 
The  result  did  not  affect  South’s  claim  to  the  championship,  as  North  was  defeated 
later  by  West,  East,  and  other  teams. 

On  November  11,  occurred  the  most  exciting  game  of  the  season,  when  East  went 
down  to  a  6-7  fighting  defeat  by  South.  East,  a  comparatively  unknown  quantity, 
played  a  high  brand  of  football,  which  all  but  baffled  the  Southerners,  who  were  with¬ 
out  the  valuable  services  of  Hendrickson.  No  scores  were  made  in  the  first  half,  in 
which  South  had  a  slight  edge.  In  the  third  quarter,  Smith  blocked  a  punt  and 
Schaller  fell  on  it  on  the  fifteen-yard  line,  thus  enabling  South  to  push  the  ball  over 
the  goal.  Blanchard  kicked  goal.  Near  the  last  of  the  fourth  quarter,  East  inter¬ 
cepted  a  forward  pass  of  South’s  on  the  thirty-yard  line,  and  Telk  gave  a  good  exhi¬ 
bition  of  open  field  running  when  he  ran  to  a  touchdown.  However,  East’s  hopes 
were  drowned  when  the  goal  kick  was  blocked.  A  few  minutes  later  the  whistle  blew. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season,  South  easily  defeated  Manual  with  a  score 
of  26-0. 

The  crowning  award  was  a  miniature  Yale  bowl  presented  by  the  Colorado  Yale 
Alumni  Association.
